186,000 miles a second, 

It will be seen, then, that there is 
a fixed relationship’ between the fre- 
quency of the waves—that is, the 
humber of wave crests passing a 
fixed point every second—and the 
wave length—that is, the distance 
between the wave crests, The fre- 
quency of short waves js usually rd= 
ferred to in units of a million cycles 
per second, expressed ‘Me/s', and the 
wavelength is usually measured [n 
metres, The wavelength In metres is 
equal to the figure 300 divided by the 
frequency in Me/s. Thus a Wave- 
length of 30 metres ja equivalent to a 
frequency ‘of 10 Me/s. It Is. im- 
miiterial, — therafore, whether oa 
transmission is referred to in metres 
or Me/n since they both mean the 
snine thing. é ; 

Wavelengths Altered.

Wavelength Wanders | 

Sometimes Usteners tell the B.B.C.

There were, he sald, siatinfactory 
features in the present phase of the 
struggle Which made tt difficult for 
seven the most philosophical to pre- 
vent cheerfulness from breaking in.
